REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Applicants have carefully considered this application in connection with the Examiner's 
Action and respectfully request reconsideration of this application in view of the following remarks. 

The Applicants originally submitted Claims 1-10 in the application. Previously, the 
Applicants elected Claims 1-8 and withdrew Claims 9-10. The Examiner then issued a Species 
Election and the Applicants elected Claims 1-3 and 5-7 and withdrew Claims 4 and 8. Presently, the 
Applicants have not amended, canceled or added any claims. Accordingly, Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are 
currently pending in the application. 

I. Rejection of Claims 1-3 and 5-7 under 35 U.S.C. §102 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-3 and 5-7 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Publication No. 2005/0106459 to Kroupenkine et al ("Kroup"). It should 
be pointed out that the Applicants filed a Petition to Accept an Unintentionally Delayed Claim Under 
35 U.S.C. 120 for the Benefit of a Prior-Filed Non-Provisional Applicaiton, on or about January 30, 
2009, and followed that Petition up with a Renewed Petition on or about July 3 1 , 2009. On or about 
August 1 8, 2009, approximately one month after the Examiner issued the instant Examiner's Action, 
the Applicants' Renewed Petition was GRANTED by the USPTO. Accordingly, Kroup, which is the 
only reference cited by the Examiner in the Examiner's Action dated July 14, 2009, is not art to the 
instant application. Therefore, the Applicants respectfully request the Examiner to withdraw the § 1 02 
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§102 rejection based upon Kroup.
